As we grow older what is one of the'

tion, with some degree of truth, but you 
woulcTnof ^e" far wrong it you Vnawered 
“To be quiet.” Now that does not sound 
very interesting, but journey with us. and 
we shall see if it be not so. 

The tiny infant is all noise and little 
movement; a year or two later he is a 
lively mixture of noise with movement; 
add but a few more years and the move¬ 
ment and noise increase in proportion to 
the sire attained, and the power inherited:

Baturn. wc are told, is 600 times as 
large as the earth, .while his distance from 
this planet is sometimes nearl.v 1,000 mil¬ 
lions of miles away. Saturn like Jqpiter 
we see through dense masses of clouds 
which are strppoaed to snmnnid the 
greater planets. Baturn like Jupiter, too. 
must l>e highly heated iu his interior, and 
does not. so we are told, weigh as much 
as the cori-esponding volume of water. 
Krom this it is argued that he had com¬ 
paratively little solid matter in his make¬ 
up. and that ho has not yet cooled down 
to the same temperature as our earth, be¬

Saturn is atteaded by a number of 
rings, which show iu the telescope as rings

from the other. The rings of Saturn are

Laaaa Searings

oil-pan and noting any looseness In 
the caps. Pressing against this cap 
and at the same time rocking thc< 
crankshaft wlU usually enable you 
to determine which bearing is In need 
of adjustment.. 

A loose beating will produce a dis¬ 
tinct knock In the engine. An ex¬ 
pert ear will be able to locate the 
Ih-rfrinr givlbir IfOUblc. Rometimes It 
is necessary f>nly to lighten the bolts 
which retain the hearing raps In place 
and again In case of a badly worn 
bearing. It may he necessary to re¬ 
move one or more of the liners or 
shims placed between the cap and 
the upper half so that the cap can 
be pulled up snugly. 

The shims used In connection with 
the main sliaft and connec'ilng rod 
bearingii are of the laminated type 
<a series of thin sheets soldered to¬ 
gether). When It Is necessary to re¬ 
adjust any of these bearlnga one of 
the thin sheets should ba peeled off 
the shims on each side of the bear¬ 
ing. Remove these shims one at a 
lime from each until the prop^r^en- 
stun Is obtained. Proper rtttlnf of 
bearings required ilpit the outs, be
